Mong many other grievances which we the Commons 
of England have for theſe late yeers lain under , this is 
not the leaſt; to wit, the great ſums of Money from 
time to time Jevyed upon us without any accomprt given 
of the diſpoſall thereof. Now to the end that you may 
not alway be bound up in ignorance , but may at laſt be 
made ſenfible of the burthen , that net onely your ſelves , but the 
whole Kingdom hath groaned under ; take this accompt as perfe& as 
can by computation be gathered , being 1 beleeve ( though in ir elf 
large ) yet much ſhort, in reſpet of thoſe vaſt ſums by them received 
of the free Commons of Exgland to be by them diſpoſed and employ- 
ed for the ſervice of the Publike, although contrasily ( to the preju» 
dice of the Kingdom) they have contrafted great debts upon the 
Kingdom , and ſhared and divided the publike Stock amongit them 
they have empoverithed you , to encich themſelves 3 and: inſtead of 
being Stewards, they have made themſelves your Lords. 

How can it be imaginable that ( ſo long as ſuch large Fees are ta- 
ken out of the common Store by Committee-men , and others in» 
truſted ) the Treaſury ſhould be other then empty ? If the Stewards 
wages exceed his Lords Revenue, 'tis likely the Servant will be a 
better man then his Mafter : If the Speakers and their Clarks receive 
ſuch large Fees (as is very true, and ſhall be demonſtrated ) | am very 
confident they may well be rich, but the Kingdom mult of neceſſity be 
poor : neither need it be a worder, they being paid ſo well, chat the 
1 Army is paid no better : but ſhall forbear, and onely prececd to the 
matter propoſed, touching theaccompt, as followeth.
